ROYAL PALACE OF SIAM,
DESCRIPTION OF THE SIAMESE

KING'S HOME IN BANGKOK,

Ol* lOut'opcuil Architecture, but.
Adorned With Oriental MagnM-
coneo.Ill-Kempt'WhitoBlepbnnte

The palace of the King ut Bangkok,Binin, was built only a few years ,ngo,writes Krank Q. Carpenter; It looksmuck liku one of tliu great palaces ofEurope. It has several stories, and uudcrthe bright rays of this Siamese sun it
seems to bo made of marble. A closerinspection shows that the marble is stucco,and the golden elephants, each abouthalf life-size, w hich gunrd tho entrancechange as you come near them from mas¬sive gold to iron gilded. Widestairwajalead by marble steps through these into itgreat vestibule, the ceiling of which isabout forty feet high and the walls ofwhich are hung with old Siamese armor.At (hi- right of this is the King's audieucuhall. His throne is a bed and ho lies onhis arm or sits Siamese fashion, a la Turk,while he receives bis royal Council and dis¬
cusses matters of tin- kingdom. TheMinisters and nobles sit. on lenlhi i1 cush¬ioned benches, and the portraitsof Siamese
heroes, in oil, by European artists, lookdown upon them" from I he walls. Justback of the King there is a portrait, of ashaved-hdnded, crooked-mouthed, pale-faced, hnlf-nnkod Huddhist priest. It isthe high priest of the kingdom, and Huntthe proceedings go on under the veryslunlow of Buddha himself. The prlosls,by the way, claim that the royal family
in' lineal descendants of lluddhit.
On lhc other side of the vestibule is ik

grand reception-room fully as wide ami
nearly as long as the East Itooin of the
White House at Washington. This is
paved with marble mosaic, and its highceiling, twice as high as that of Ihn Hast
Itooin, is gorgeously decorated with
carvings ol gold. Itrillianl chandeliers
hang down From it, and about the walls
are oil paintings of the royal family, and
the only woman's lace lltllOng(hell) is thai
of the present tjuccii, wlipsii sweet face
looks down beside those of the King'sbrothers, and has the best light Mill the
place of honor III Hie w hole loom. The
furniture of this room is European, and
tllti Measures of Europe have been rail-
racked to IUI it. There are rare vica s from
Dresden, 1'digrcc work from Venice and
richly carved gold from Siiim. Throughthis room and on into a I bird grand re¬
ception-room we went with the Siamese
noble. This room is lull of beautiful
things. Two of the largest elephant'stllSks, wonderfully curved, stand beside
the mantel,and an album on a little stand
at the hnilk of tllO room has a medallion
portrait of the King painted on porcelainand set in the richest of diamonds. Tie,
eornörsel Hie room contain large cnhiuols
filled with curious works in gold from
card cases up to bei el-boxes, and 1 no¬
ticed a line portrait, of Frederick, the Into
Emperor of Uormany, among tho many oil
paintings on the wall.
The audience chamber, or rather tho

throne room of the King, is a grand hall
with a ceiling made of many colored
pieces of glass and producing the same
effect OS. the glass wall which Tiffanybuilt bei ween the vestibule and (he longcorridor of our White House. The light»Inning through this makes it look as
though it. was made of jewels and the
room is lighted from the lop. This ceil
ing is, I judge, lifty fool from the lloor.' It is vaulted and the walls below are fres¬
coed in gold. Three immense glass cliail.
.le.licrs like those of Die East Itoom of tho

! White House, hang down from this coll¬
ing, and t hese were made for In- palace

i of the Emperor of Austria, but were
, bought by the King of Slam. Tho llooi
i is of marble mosaic and the King sits on

a great chair or rostrum at lha back. Kivc
slops led to it, and beside hint are the
kingly umbrella.'; and over hint u nine
story pagoda-nke crown of white and
gold. Around the room there are gold
trees anil gold bushes, and the leaves ol
these arc of pure gold, while their trunks
¦rn heavily plated. There were, perhaps,
a dozen of these on each side of the room,anil they ranged from t he size of a Christ¬
inas free down to that of a small currant
bush. These arc the offerings of tin
rulers of the various provinces under thr
King. They make these presents of gold
trees every year, and some of them are
worth fortunes. Not a few were of ail.
ver, and the silver trees were placed on
one side of the room, while those of gold
were placed on the other.

Blum is known as the laud of the whiU
elephant. Tho elephant is the imperialanimal of the country, and you sec his
picture upon all of the flags. The old
coins of tho realm have an elephant upon
one side of them, and the white elephantis here sacred, lie is supposed to be Hit
embodied spirit of some king or hero,
and the people formerly worshipped him,
and they do so to some extent now. Be¬
fore going to sec the palace I had read
a glowing description of the white ele¬
phant of Siam. I expected to sec his tuslu
bound with gold, to lind golden chain
about his neck and a superb velvet coal
of purple, fringed with scarlet and gold,
over his snow-white body. What I did
find was four wild-eyed, scraggy-looking,elephants with long tusks and with skim
not much whiter than those you sec ir,
the American circus. The only white
part about them was their long (lapping
ears, which scented to be nfllicted with
the leprosy. The remainder of theil
skins had the whiteness only of disease,and I was told, 08 a rule, the white ele¬
phants of Siam are, mad elephants.These beasts were in dirty stables and
they were chained by the fect. to greatwooden posts. TbOy had dirty keepers
and there was no sign of royalty about
them. Their keepers fed them some grnsl
while wo were present and they performed;
some ordinary circus tricks for irs. The
glory of the white elephant, has, in all
probability, departed, and the clophnnti
of the interior of Siam are pjade to work
quite as hard as their brothers nil over
the world. One of the punishments ol
Siam is making convicts cut the grass foi
these royal elephants.. One of them killed
his keeper the otho* day, uytd this same
holy beast made a nnap at me with hh\
trunk when I catered hts sAablo.
